She formerly paid taxes 
on $410, but now if there is no change 
made she will have to pay taxes on 
$1,000 ,an increase of $670. 
Samuel Barlow has a lot 40x130 at 
108 Grant street.

ued at $1,000, an increase of 
only 
$340. 
In the case of lot 3273 the old ap­ 
praisement was $180, now it Is $750, 
an increase of $570. This lot owner 
will certainly object.

Mayor Davidson yesterday received 
the following, which will doubtless be 
Of Interest to a great many people in 
this city: 
Boston, July 30, 1900. 
His Honor, the Mayor, East Liverpool, 
Ohio. 
Dear Sir—I have the honor to pre­ 
sent to your notice and to ask your 
favorable consideration for the work 
Which 
the Massachusetts State 
so­ 
ciety, United States Daughters of the 
War of 1812, has undertaken, to raise 
the fund for the rehabilitation of the 
famous old U. S. frigate Constitution. 
A brief statement of how this mat­ 
ter has been brought about may be 
of interest to you. 
For many years 
this famous old frigate, so dear to the 
hearts of the American people, had 
been lying at the Portsmouth navy 
yard, gradually going to decay. 
At a patriotic meeting in 
Faneuil 
hall, Boston, on February 
22, 
1897, 
Mrs. Nelson V. Titus, the president of 
the Massachusetts State society, Uni­ 
ted States Daughters of 1812, offered 
a resolution that the old ship should 
be brought to Boston to celebrate the 
100th anniversary of her birth. 
The 
petition was presented to the secre­ 
tary of the navy, who ordered the ship 
brought to Boston, and the celebration 
on October 21, 1897, awakened much 
Interest for her 
preservation. 
The 
president of the society then present­ 
ed a petition to congress, urging that 
an appropriation should be made to re­ 
build this famous man-of-war. 
This 
was duly presented to congress 
by 
Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge, and was re­ 
ferred to the committee on appropria­ 
tions, who voted it “inexpedient.” The 
matter then rested a year. 
The 
so­ 
ciety was not disheartened, however, 
and with the cordial cooperation of 
the secretary of the navy, the neces­ 
sary authority to rebuild the ship has 
now been obtained from congress, as 
shown by the following: 
On December 4, 1899, the following 
recommendation wras sent to the com- 


subscription, and the work to be done 
at the navy yard, Boston, Mass., and 
carried on and completed to the sat­ 
isfaction of the department. 
The so­ 
ciety has also, in pursuance of 
this 
object, requested the department 
to 
recommend the passage of an act by 
the congress granting 
the necessary 
authority in the premises. 
The Con­ 
stitution as she exists today is a relic 
of the glory of the navy in its early 
days, and the fact that the memory 
of her 
prowess 
is 
still cherished 
among the people is a gratifying evi­ 
dence of patriotism that should 
be 
encouraged. 
The 
restoration of this 
old man-of ivar for the government by 
voluntary contribution from the peo­ 
ple, under the auspices of this society, 
would be an object lesson of great 
value to the nation. 
“I have the honor, therefore, con­ 
sidering also the serviceability to the 
navy of the ship 
should she be re­ 
stored, to recommend the early pas­ 
sage of an act authorizing her reha­ 
bilitation in the

A LIVE COAL TRICK.

No one would suppose that It is pos­ 
sible to hold a glowing coal on a piece 
of linen or cotton without burning the 
cloth, but timt such can be done is easy 
for any otic to prove, and at the same 
time the experiment teaches an impor­ 
tant natural law. 
Every child knows 
that the telephone aud telegraph wires 
are made of copper because that metal 
Is a good conductor of heat and elec­ 
tricity. which is only another form of 
heat 
If a poker is heated in the fire, 
you pick up a cloth to hold the outer 
end. although it lias not been in tbs 
fire, because experience has taught you 
that the bent is connected through the 
metal from the fire to the outer end. 
This experiment with the flaming 
coal is based upon tills principle and 
the additional one that linen and cot­ 
ton are poor conductors of heat. Take 
a globe of copper and draw a piece of 
cloth tightly over it so that there is 
not a wrinkle at .the top. 
lf the linen 
or cotton is closely woven, the trick is 
all the mere certain 
Then, holding 
the cloth tightly in place, you can safe­ 
ly put a glowing coal on top of the 
cloth, and. while it burns fiercely, the 
cloth will not even be scorched. 
The reason is that the great conduc­ 
tivity of the copper draws the heat of 
the coal before It can burn the cloth. 
Do not try this experiment with a 
good handkerchief first, for if the cloth 
Is not tightly drawn It may burn, but 
take some worthless piece of linen or 
muslin, and after you are certain of 
your experience you can astonish your 
friends who do not know the secret.— 
Washington Post.

The city building was a heap of 
smoldering m ins and beside It steamed 
th e water-soaked ashes of Columbia 
Mall. 
The police force of the city was dis 
-organised and scattered, the 
chief 
fleeing in desperation from the blood 
-shed, riot and burning, crazed by what 
Ills men had done. 
Electric wires, deadly to the touch, 
lay across the streets In the vicinity 
o f the burned buildings and debris of 
nil kinds was scattered far and near. 
The downtown streets were just as the 
mob left them, and although nothing 
was being done by the rioters, crowds 
of spectators, hundreds In number, 
bung around “waiting for something 
to turn up.” 
The crowds began to increase as the 
-curious spectators hurried to the scene 
o f the trouble. A policeman appeared 
and then another, timid at first, but 
■with Increasing assurance, as no vio­ 
lence was offered. Then Company C, 
o f Canton, a detachment of the gallant 
fftghth Ohio regimen, marched down 
th e street from the train, and. halting 
before the ruins of tho building, al: 
once set to patrollng the fire lines. 
There was no evidence of lll-wlll or 
disquiet on the part of the crowds at 
th e lines. 
There was no talk of vio­ 
lence. 
The turbulent element had 
slunk away and order was onee more 
fully restored. As the troops marched 
up the main thoroughfare after their 
arrival in the city hisses and groans 
were heard. 
The lawless element 
which had figured so prominently In 
the rioting was still in evidence, a1 
though no open resistance to the troops 
w as shown. 
On'the advice of friends 
Mayor Young sought his office by 
back streets and alleyways, as it was 
feared that his presence so early after 
th e ribting would m use a fresh out 
break. 
Later nine companies of the Fourth 


regiment 
arrived in me ary 
nuu 
marched to the rec ne of the rioting. 
A short time af tor Mi vor \Y. E. Young 
issued a proclsiinntloii ebbing every 
saloon in Akron until further orders. 
If the sitiiMtb.n demands more drastic 
measure s the mayor states that the 
city will Ie put under martial law. 
Wild rumors were current that mobs 
were being formed to go to Cleve­ 
land to lynch Peck, hut there were 
no grounds for the rumor. 
Ill the Akron riot the innocent ones 
were those to suffer, while the guilty 
ones were practically uninjured. 
One 
killed, one fatally In lured and 20 per­ 
sons more or less injured is the result 
of the mob’s work. 
Glen Wade was 
shot and almost instancy killed. 
He 
was in the mob and a bullet from the 
revolver of a policeman In the city 
hall found tile boy’s warm and throb­ 
bing heart. The lad was only ll years 
of age. 
Another innocent who will 
die is Rhodn Davidson, the 7-year- 
ohl daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. M. 
Davidson, of 111 Ally street. 
Sitting 
in a carriage with her mother and 
father, on the outskirts of ‘he mob, 
the deadly bullet from the hands of a 
pollee officer hummed harmlessly over 
the rioting throng and found lodgment 
in tho skull of the child.

hold out for her recovery. 
The resistance shown by the police 
officers and city rficials in the city hall 
only served to lash tho mob into great­ 
er frenzy. 
Falling in Its effort to 
force an entrance Into the city hall, a 
portion of the mob rnu to the store of 
the Standard Hardware* company, on 
Kl a in street, a I unit one and a half blocks 
fiom the scene of the rioting. 
In a 
twinkling a large plate glass window 
In the front of tin* store was smashed 
to atoms, and the mob ran Into and 
looted the store. 
Revolvers, rifles, 
•hotguins. razors and thousands of 
lo'nids 
of ammunition 
were 
also 
taken, and with these weapons the 
n.«,h returned to the city hall. Stand­ 
ing iii the front windows of the city 
b dl. Mayor Young. Chief of Police 
Harrison aud other police officials were 
haranguing the mob. endeavoring to 
convince the rioters that Louis Peck, 
the colored man. charged with as­ 
saulting 
little 
4-year-old 
Christine 
Maas, had been quietly removed from 
the jail during the afternoon and taken 
to Cleveland for safekeeping. 
The remarks of the mayor only In­ 
creased Hie anger of the mob. 
Iii Ids 
first attempt to quiet the mob he said 
that the prisoner had been taken out 
of the city about 4 o’clock. 
In an­ 
other speech he gave H o’clock as the 
time of the prisoner’s departure, and 
In s|H»aking again he said 8 o’clock. 
They believed from the mayor’s con­ 
tradictory statem ents that he was not 
telling the truth and that the prisoner 
was still In the city Jail. notw ithstand­ 
ing the fact that two different f nnmlt- 
tees had searched the building from 
cellar to roof without finding any 
trace of the prisoner. 
John A. Win- 
trode. one of the committeemen, who 
made the search, stood on the roof of 
the building and told the mob that 
Peck was not to lie found. The riot­ 
ers refused to Im* satisfied, and with 
tile cry, “To the courthouse.” “To the 
county Jail,” they started up the hill 
to High street and across the com­ 
mons to the courthouse and jail. 
First they attacked the Jail and 
were met by Deputy Sheriff Stone. On 
his request a committee was hurriedly 
appointed and every nook and corner 
of the Jail was searched. 
“To the 
courthouse.” the cry was again taken 
up. and a dash was made for the 
courthouse across the street. 
Doors 
were battered In. and 
the 
rioters 
surged through the different halls and 
rooms, hut without result. 
A dash 
was then made for the treasurer’s of­ 
fice. hilt the heavy iron doors checked 
the mob. 
Leaving the courthouse the 
mob returned to the vicinity of the 
city hall. 
“Burn them out!” was the 
cry from several people, and Hie echo 
of the cry was an affirmative roar from 
the entire mob. 
Adjoining the city 
hall, which was constructed almost 
entirely of brick, was an 
Immense 
building, which for many years past 
was the principal public hall of Ak­ 
ron. 
This building—a veritable tin­ 
der-box—caught the eye of the mob 
as a likely place to set afire in the hope 
that the flames would soon spread to 
the city buildings. No sooner thought 
of than It was done. The large frame 
building was presently a 
mass of 
flames. 
The various fire companies 
responded to the alarm, hut the mob 
refused to permit them to work.

POLICEMAN ALVA G.GREENLESE, 
struck over heart bv brick. 
POLICEMAN JOH N KING, knee lu 
Jured by brick. 
POLICEMAN ED DUNN, struck by 
brick. 
There was a scene of desolation and 
evidences of violence and lawlessness 
unparallel* d In the history of the city 
as a result of the fearful riot here. 
One child was lying cold In death and 
nearly a score of people were suffering 
from the wounds of pistol halls, huck 
■hot and missiles. 
The city building was a heap of 
■smoldering ruins and beside it steamed 
th e water-soaked ashes of Columbia 
lu ll. 
The police force of tile city was dis 
•organized and scattered, the 
chief 
fleeing in desperation from tile blood 
shed. riot and burning, crazed by what 
Ills men had done. 
Electric wires, deadly to tho touch, 
lay across the streets in the vicinity 
o f the burned buildings and debris of 
■all kinds was scattered far and near. 
The downtown streets were just as the 
mob left them, and although nothing 
was being done by tin* rioters, crowds 
of spectators, hundreds In number, 
hung around “waiting for something 
to turn up.” 
The crowds began to Increase as the 
•curious spectators hurried to the scene 
-of the trouble. 
A policeman appeared 
a n d then another, timid at first, hut 
•with increasing assurance, as no vio­ 
lence was offered. 
Then Company C, 
o f Canton, a detachment of the gallant 
TOghth Ohio regimen, marched down 
th e street from tile train, and, halting 
before the ruins of tile building, at 
once set to pat ruling tile fire lines. 
There was no evidence of ill-will or 
disquiet on tile part of the crowds at 
the lines. 
There was no talk of vio­ 
lence. 
The turbulent element had 
slunk away and order was once more 
fully restored. As the troops marched 
up the main thoroughfare after their 
arrival in tile city hisses and groans 
were heard. 
The lawless element 
which had figured so prominently in 
the rioting was still in evidence, al­ 
though no open resistance to tin* troops 
w as shown. 
On'the advice of friends. 
M ayor Young sought ids office by 
hack streets and nlleyways, as it was 
feared that ids presence so early after 
the rioting would < ause a fresh out­ 
break. 
Later nine companies of the Fourth 


regiment 
nrriveo in im* n ry

The resistance shown by the police 
officers and city officials in tin* city hall 
only served to bish tin* mob into great 
or frenzy. 
Failing in Its effort to 
force an entrance into the city hall, n 
portion of the mob ran to the store of 
file Standard Hard wart* company, on 
Main street.about otic and u half blocks 
flout tile scene of the rioting. 
In a 
twinkling a large plate glass window 
lo tin* front of the store was smashed 
to atoms, and flu* mob ran into and 
looted the store. 
Revolvers, rifles, 
sin it gill us. razors and thousands of 
lo'inds 
of ammunition 
were

ta Ken. and with these weapons the 
o.^h returned to the city hall. Stand­ 
ing Iii the front windows of the city 
bill. Mayor Young. Chief of Police 
Hart Ison aud other police officials were 
haranguing tin* mob. endeavoring to 
convince tin* rioters that Louis Peck. 
the colorer! man. charged with as­ 
saulting 
little 
4-year-old 
Christine 
Maas, bad been quietly removed from 
the jail during the afternoon and taken 
to Cleveland for safekeeping. 
The rem arks of the mayor only in­ 
creased the anger of the mob. 
Iii his 
first attempt to quiet tile mob in* said 
that the prisoner had been taken out 
of the city about 4 o’clock. 
In an ­ 
other speech I m * gave H o’clock as tin* 
time of tin* prisoner’s departure, and 
In speaking again la* said 8 o’clock. 
They believed from th** mayor’s con­ 
tradictory statem ents that in* was not 
telling the truth and that the prisoner 
was still in the city jail, notw ithstand­ 
ing tile fact that two different ** un mit­ 
tens had searched til** building from 
cellar to roof without finding any 
trace of the prisoner. 
John A. Win- 
trode. one of the committeemen, who 
marie til** search, stood on the roof of 
tile building and told the mob that 
Peck was not to Im* found. 
Tile riot­ 
ers refused to Im* satisfied, and with 
tile cry, “To tile courthouse.” “To tin* 
county Jail,” they started up the hill 
to High street and across the com­ 
mons to the courthouse and jail. 
First they attacked the jail and 
were met by Deputy Sheriff Stone. On 
his request a committee was hurriedly 
appointed and every nook and corner 
of the jail was searched. 
“To the 
courthouse.” the cry was again taken 
up. and a dash was made for the 
courthouse across tim street. 
Doors 
were battered in. and 
the 
rioters 
surged through the different halls ami 
rooms, hut without result. 
A dasli 
was then made for the treasurer’s of­ 
fice, hut the heavy iron doors checked 
the mob. 
Leaving the courthouse the 
mob returned to the vicinity of the 
city hall. 
“Burn them out!” was th* 
cry from several people, and the echo 
of the cry was an affirmative roar from 
the entire mob. 
Adjoining the city 
hall. which was constructed almost 
entirely of brick, was an 
lmmens* 
building, which for many years past 
was the principal public hall of Ak­ 
ron. 
This building—a veritable tin­ 
der-box—caught the eye of the mob 
as a likely place to set afire in the hope 
th at tile flames would soon spread to 
the city buildings. 
No sooner thought 
of than it was done. The large frame 
building was presently a 
mass of 
flames. 
The various fire companies 
responded to the alarm, but the mob 
refused to permit them to work. Sev­ 
eral cowardly shots wore fired at tile 
bravo firemen, --id L. Manchester was 
the first to i \ . ive an injury.

lines of hose were cut and slashed 
until there was not a single stream of 
w ater playing on the devouring flames. 
Columbin'hall was soon a ruin, but the 
city hall was yet standing.

Frank H. Hurd, lawyer, political economist and Democratic leader, was 
born in Nit. Vernon, Ohio, Dec. 25, 1841, and died in Toledo in July, 1896. He 
began his education in the public schools and graduated from Kenyon col­ 
lege in 1858. 
He then took up the study of law and was admitted to the 
practice in 1861, and was elected prosecuting attorney of Knox county in 1863. 
In 1865 he was elected to the senate of the Fifty-seventh general assem­ 
bly from the Seventeenth-Twenty-eight joint senatorial district, Knox and 
Morrow, and Wayne and Holmes counties. 
In 1868 he was appointed as a 
member of the commission, to codify the criminal laws of the state. About 
that year he removed to Toledo, where he became one of the most prominent 
lawyers in that city. 
In 1874 he was elected to the Forty-fourth congress from the Sixth dis­ 
trict, Lucas, Ottawa, Williams, Fulton, Henry and Wood counties. 
In 1876 
he was defeated by Jacob Dolson Cox in the same district. 
He was placed 
in the Seventh district under the apportionment of 1876, Lucas, Hancock, 
Ottawa, Sandusky and Wood, and was elected to the Forty-sixth congress. 
In 1882 he was elected to the Forty-eighth congress from the Tenth dis­ 
trict, Lucas, Erie, Sandusky and Ottawa, and in 1884 received the certificate 
of election to the Forty-ninth from the same district, but was unseated in 
favor of Jacob Romeis, who contested his election. 
Mr. Hurd was not only 
a tariff reformer, but the advocate of absolute free trade, being far in advance 
af the most advancd lines of his party on this question. 


E A R L Y 
K. P O P P L E T O N . 
Early F. Poppleton of Delaware was born in 1834, in Richland county,- 
and was prominent in the practice of his profession in the city where he held 
a high professional rank from the date of his admission to the bar in 1856 
until his death, May 6, 1899. 
A Democrat and a man of ability, and often 
intrusted with positions of responsibility, he has never been a politician in 
the officeseeking sense of the term. 
He was a member of the senate of the Fifty-ninth general assembly in 
1870-1872, and served one term in congress, having been elected to the Forty- 
fourth in 1874 from the Ninth district, Delaware, Hardin, Marion, Union, 
Morrow and Knox. 
The district was Republican, and Mr. Poppleton failed 
of a re-election. 


JO H N L . V A N C E . 
Colonel John Luther Vance of Gallipolis, a Democratic editor and leader 
and a most gallant soldier, still resides in that city, where for more than 
30 years he has been a leading citizen 
and a promoter of every public and 
municipal 
interest, 
especially 
the 
slack-water improvement of the Ohio 
river, of which he was the pioneer, 
and is still the champion. 
Colonel Vance has always resided 
in an overwhelmingly Republican dis­ 
trict, and has always been an uncom­ 
promising Democrat, and, as the edi­ 
tor of the Gallipolis Bulletin, fought, 
his political opponents an unending 
battle, yet so highly is he esteemed 
for his persona] qualities and public 
enterprise, that in 1874 he was able to 
overcome an adverse majority of sev­ 
eral thousand, and was elected to the 
Forty-fourth congress from the Elev­ 
enth district, composed of Gallia, Law­ 
rence, Scioto, Jackson, Vinton and 
Hocking counties 
During his term 
in congress he raised the question of 
the systematic improvement of the 
Ohio river, so as to make it navigable 
during the open season, and he still advocates it, with a fair prospect of ulti­ 
mate Success, 
% 
Colonel Vance was born in Gallipolis, Ohio, July 19, 1839, and educated 
in the public schools. He enlisted in the military service in April, 1861, and 
served under the first three months’ call as a staff officer, with the rank of 
captain. 
He then assisted in recruiting the Fourth Virginia Infantry and 
was commissioned captain, and was promoted through the intervening grades 
to colonel, and was repeatedly assigned as brigade commander. He served 
through the West Virginia campaigns; in Tennessee; at Vicksburg, Jackson, 
Missionary Ridge and in the Valley of Virginia. He participated in 47 battles 
and skirmishes, and was wounded in six different actions, severely at Vicks­ 
burg and Berryville. 
After being mustered out of the service he read law and was admitted 
to the bar, and became one of the most prominent members of his profession 
in southern Ohio and West Virginia. He was quarterm aster general of Ohio 
under Governor James E. Campbell.

good practice. 
In 1865 he was elected to the senate of the Fifty-seventh general assem­ 
bly from the Tenth district, Pickaway and Franklin, and was president pro 
tempore of the body. In 1867 he represented Pickaway county in the house 
of the Fifty-eighth general assembly. 
He was elected to the Forty-fourth 
congress in 1874 from the Twelfth district, Pickaway, Franklin, Fairfield and 
Perry counties. His record in the legislature and in congress was good.

OHIO IN CONGRESS 
FROM 1803 TO 1901. 


FRANK ll. HURD. 
Frank H. Hurd, lawyer, political economist and Democratic leader, was 
born in MT Vernon, Ohio, Dec. 25, 1841. and died in Toledo in July, 1896. He 
begun his education in the public schools and graduated from Kenyon col­ 
lege in 1858. 
He then took up the study of law and was admitted to the 
practice in 1861, and was elected prosecuting attorney of Knox county in 1863. 
In 1865 he was elected to the senate of the Fifty-seventh general assem­ 
bly from the Seventeenth-Twenty-eight joint senatorial district, Knox and 
Morrow, and Wayne and Holmes counties. 
In 1868 he was appointed as a 
member of the commission to codify the criminal laws of the state. About 
that year he removed to Toledo, where he became one of the most prominent 
lawyers in that city. 
In 1874 he was elected to the Forty-fourth congress from the Sixth dis­ 
trict, Lucas, Ottawa, Williams, Fulton, Henry and Wood counties. 
In 1876 
he was defeated by Jacob Dolson Cox In the same district. 
He was placed 
In the Seventh district under the apportionment of 1876, Lucas. Hancock, 
Ottawa, Sandusky and Wood, and was elected to the Forty-sixth congress. 
In 1882 he was elected to the Forty-eighth congress from the Tenth dis­ 
trict, Lucas, Erie, Sandusky and Ottawa, and in 1884 received the certificate 
of election to the Forty-ninth from the same district, but was unseated in 
favor of Jacob Romeis, who contested his election. Mr. Hurd was not only 
a tariff reformer, but the advocate of absolute free trade, being far in advance 
af the most advancd lines of his party on this question. 


KARLY F. POPPLETON. 
Early F. Poppleton of Delaware was born in 1834, in Richland county,- 
and was prominent in the practice of his profession in the city where he held 
a high professional rank from the date of his admission to the bar in 1856 
until his death, May 6, 1899. A Democrat and a man of ability, and often 
intrusted with positions of responsibility, he has never been a politician in 
the officeseeking sense of the term. 
He was a member of the senate of the Fifty-ninth general assembly in 
1870-1872, and served one term in congress, having been elected to the Forty- 
fourth in 1874 from the Ninth district, Delaware, Hardin, Marion, Union, 
Morrow and Knox. 
The district was Republican, and Mr. Poppleton failed 
of a re-election. 
JOHN L. VANCE. 
Colonel John Luther Vance of Gallipolis, a Democratic editor and leader 
and a most gallant soldier, still resides in that city, where for more than 
30 years he has been a leading citizen 
and a promoter of every public and 
municipal 
interest, 
especially 
the 
slack-water improvement of the Ohio 
river, of which he was the pioneer, 
and is still the champion. 
Colonel Vance has always resided 
in an overwhelmingly Republican dis­ 
trict, and has always been an uncom­ 
promising Democrat, and, as the edi­ 
tor of the Gallipolis Bulletin, fought, 
his political opponents an unending 
battle, yet so highly is he esteemed 
for his personal qualities and public 
enterprise, that in 1874 he was able to 
overcome an adverse majority of sev­ 
eral thousand, and was elected to the 
Forty-fourth congress from the Elev­ 
enth district, composed of Gallia, Law­ 
rence, Scioto, Jackson, 
Vinton and 
Hocking counties 
During his term 
in congress he raised the question of 
the systematic improvement of the 
Ohio river, so as to make it navigable 
during the open season, and he still advocates it, with a fair prospect of ulti­ 
mate success. 
% 
Colonel Vance was born in Gallipolis, Ohio, July IS, 1839, and educated 
in the public schools. He enlisted in the military service in April, 1861, and 
served under the first three months’ call as a staff officer, with the rank of 
captain. 
He then assisted in recruiting the Fourth Virginia Infantry and 
was commissioned captain, and was promoted through the intervening grades 
to colonel, and was repeatedly assigned as brigade commander. 
He served 
through the West Virginia campaigns; in Tennessee; at Vicksburg, Jackson, 
Missionary Ridge and in the Valley of Virginia. He participated in 47 battles 
and skirmishes, and was wounded in six different actions, severely at Vicks­ 
burg and Berryville. 
After being mustered out of the service he read law and was admitted 
to the bar, and became one of the most prominent members of his profession 
in southern Ohio and West Virginia. He was quartermaster general of Ohio 
under Governor James E. Campbell.

In 18C5 he was elected to the senate of the Fifty-seventh general assem­ 
bly from the Tenth district, Pickaway and Franklin, and was president pro 
tempore of the body. In 1867 he represented Pickaway county in the house 
of the Fifty-eighth general assembly. 
He was elected to the Forty-fourth 
congress in 1874 from the Twelfth district, Pickaway, Franklin, Fairfield and 
Perry counties. His record in the legislature and in congress was good. 


JACOB P COWEN. 
Jacob P. Cowen of Ashland represented that county in tbs house of the 
Fifty-third general assembly as a Democrat. 
In 1874 he was elected to the 
Forty-fourth congress from the Fourteenth 
district, 
comprising Ashland, 
Holmes, Richland, Crawford and Wyandot, and served a single term. 
He 
was a physician and merchant, and was born in Florence, Pa., March 20, 1823.

When the members of the city de­ 
cennial board of equalization arrived

waiting for them. 
The property owners all had kicks 
to register with the board and that 
body wont finish up their work for 
many weeks if the rush keeps up, and 
there is every indication that it will. 
The present board has no power to 
reduce the sum total of the appraise­ 
ment of Appraiser Adam, but can sim­ 
ply adjust by taking off one piece of 
property and putting it on another. 
When the state board gets the 
ap- 
prisement the valuation can be low­ 
ered in this city, but must be put on 
another township. Five years ago the 
valuation of East Liverpool was re­ 
duced in this way IO per cent. 
The kicks are still coming in. John 
H. Greene owns a 60-foot lot at 118 
Grant street. 
His old appraisement 
was $780 and now it is $1,750, making 
an increase of $970. He naturally ob­ 
jects. 
Mary Greene has a lot 
30x40 on 
Summit lane. She formerly paid taxes 
on $410, but now if there is no change 
made she will have to pay taxes on 
$1,000 ,an increase of $670. 
Samuel Barlow has a lot 40x130 at 
108 Grant street. 
His property was 
valued at $660 in 1890, now it is val­ 
ued at $1,000, an increase of 
only 
$340. 
In the case of lot 3273 the old ap­ 
praisement was $180, now it is $750, 
an increase of $570. 
This lot owner 
will certainly object. 
A widow woman who is paying for 
her property formerly had it apprais­ 
ed at $770. The new appraisement is 
$1,800, an increase 
of $1,030. 
Just 
think what that means in taxes every 
year. 
Another piece of property in 
the 
city was valued at $490, now 
it 
is 
placed at $1,100, an increase of $630. 
It must be good property that more 
than doubles in value in IO years. 
These are only a few of the kicks, and

The only other township

Liverpool to Donate to 
the Cause. 


LETTER

Mayor Davidson yesterday received 
the following, which will doubtless be 
of interest to a great many people In 
this city: 
Boston, July JO, 1900. 


His Honor, the Mayor, East Liverpool, 
Ohio. 


Dear Sir—I have the honor to pre­ 
sent to your notice and to ask your 
favorable consideration for the work 
which 
the M assachusetts State 
so­ 
ciety, United States Daughters of the 
W ar of 1812, has undertaken, to raise 
the fund for the rehabilitation of the 
famous old U. S. frigate Constitution. 
A brief statem ent of how this m at­ 
ter has been brought about may be 
of Interest to you. 
For many years 
this famous old frigate, so dear to the 
hearts of the American people, had 
been lying at the Portsmouth navy 
yard, gradually going to decay. 
At a patriotic meeting in 
Faneuil 
hall, Boston, on February 
22, 
1897, 
Mrs. Nelson V. Titus, the president of 
the M assachusetts State society, Uni­ 
ted States Daughters of 1812, offered 
a resolution that the 
old ship should 
be brought to Boston to celebrate the 
100th anniversary of her birth. 
The 
petition was presented to the secre­ 
tary of the navy, who ordered the ship 
brought to Boston, and the celebration 
on October 21, 1897, awakened much 
interest for her 
preservation. 
The 
president of the society then present­ 
ed a petition to congress, urging that 
an appropriation should be made to re­ 
build this famous man-of-war. 
This 
was duly presented to congress 
by 
Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge, and was re­ 
ferred to the committee on appropria­ 
tions, who voted it "inexpedient." The 
m atter then rested a year. 
The 
so­ 
ciety was not disheartened, however, 
and with the cordial cooperation of 
the secretary of the navy, the neces­ 
sary authority to rebuild the ship has 
now been obtained from congress, as 
shown by the following: 
On December I, 1899, the following 
recommendation was sent to the com­ 
m ittee on naval affairs, House of Rep­ 
resentatives, by the Hon. John 
D. 
Long, secretary of the navy: 
"Navy Department, 
"W ashington, D. C., Dec. 4, 1899. 
Sir—The Massachusetts State

1812, has informed the department 
that It desires to restore the old fri­ 
gate 
Constitution to a serviceable 
condition, in order that she may be 
again placed in commission aud used 
as a training ship, or in such m anner 
bs may be deemed best by the sec-

cloth, but that such can he done is easy 
for any one to prove, and at the sam e 
time the experiment teaches an impor­ 
tant natural law. 
Every child knows 
that the telephone and telegraph wires 
are made of copper because that metal 
Is a good conductor of bent and elec­ 
tricity, which is only another form of 
heat. 
If a poker is heated in the fire, 
you pick ’ip a cloth to hold the o u t e r 
end. although it has not been in tbs 
fire, because experience lins taught you 
that the heat is connected through the 
metal from the lire to the outer end. 
This experiment with the darning 
coal is ba^ed upon this principle and 
the additional otic that linen and cot­ 
ton are pour conductors of heat. 
Take 
a globe of copper and draw a piece of 
cloth tightly over it so that there is 
not a wrinkle at Jin* top 
If the linen 
or cotton is closely woven, the trick Is 
all tin* mere certain 
Then, holding 
the cloth tightly in place, you can safe­ 
ly put a glowing coal on top of the 
cloth, and. while it burns fiercely, the 
cloth will not even be scorched. 
The reason Is that the great conduc­ 
tivity of the copper draw s the heat of 
the coal tie fore It can burn the cloth. 
Do not try this experim ent with a 
good handkerchief first, for lf the cloth 
is not tightly draw n It may burn, but 
take some worthless piece of linen or 
muslin, amt after you are certain of 
your experience you can astonish your 
friends who do not know the secret.— 
Washington Tost.

The city building was a heap of 
•moldering ruins and beside It steamed 
the water-soaked ashes of Columbia 
hall. 
The pollee force of the city was dis 
♦organized and scattered, the 
chief 
fleeing In desperation from the blood 
shed, riot and burning, crazed by what 
his men had done. 
Electric wires, deadly to the touch, 
lay across the streets in the vicinity 
o f the hurtled buildings ami debris of 
■nil kinds was scattered far and near. 
The downtown streets were just as tin* 
mob left them, and although nothing 
was being done by tin* rioters, crowds 
of spectators, hundreds in number, 
hung around “waiting for something 
to turn iii*." 
The crowds began to Increase as flip 
-curious spectators hurried to the scene 
o f the troulUe. 
A policeman appeared 
and then another, timid at first, but 
with Increasing assurance, as no vio­ 
lence was offered. 
Then Company C» 
o f Canton, a detachment of tin* gallant 
E ighth Ohio regimen, marched down 
the street from the train. and. halting 
before the ruins of tile building, at 
once set to pat ruling the fire lines. 
There was no evidence of ill-will or 
disquiet on tile part of the crowds at 
the lines. 
There was no talk of vio­ 
lence. 
The turbulent element had 
slunk away aud order was once more 
fully restored, 
As the troops marched 
up tup main thoroughfare after their 
arrival Iii tile citv hisses and groans 
wen* lies rd. 
The lawless element 
which had figured so prominently In 
the rioting was still In evidence, al­ 
though no open resistance to the troops 
•was shown. 
On*the advice of friends, 
Mayor 
Young sought Ids office by 
back streets am! alleyways, as It was 
feared that bls presence so early after 
the rioting would * a use a fresh out­ 
break.

On 
his request a committee was hurriedly 
npiMiinted and every nook and corner 
of the jail was searched.

courthouse.” the cry was again taken 
up. and a dash was made for the 
c airt house across the street.

lege in 1858. 
H e th e n to ok up th e stu d y of law a n d w as a d m itte d to th e 
p ractice in 1861, an d w as elected p ro se c u tin g a tto rn e y of K n o x c o u n ty in 1863. 
In 1865 he w as elected to th e s e n a te of th e F ifty -se v e n th g e n e ra l a s s e m ­ 
bly from th e S e v e n te e n th -T w e n ty -e ig h t jo in t se n a to ria l d istric t, K n o x a n d 
M orrow , a n d W a y n e a n d H o lm es counties.

In 1865 he w as elected to th e se n a te of th e F ifty -se v e n th g e n e ra l a ss e m ­ 
bly from th e T e n th d istric t, P ic k a w a y au d F ra n k lin , a n d w as p re s id e n t pro 
te m p o re of th e body. In 1867 he re p re se n te d P ic k a w a y c o u n ty in th e house 
of th e F ifty -e ig h th g e n e ra l assem b ly . 
H e w as elected to th e F o rty -fo u rth 
con gress in 1874 from th e T w e lfth d istric t, P ic k a w a y , F ra n k lin , Fairfield an d 
P e rry counties.
